outlined his views in a statement 
to be read today at a flood con­ 
trol meeting in Little Rock, Ark., 
by John H. Wolpers, Poplar BlufT, 
Mo., editor. 
“It is my belief that a well dis­ 
tributed system of reservoirs on

Arkansas 
Rivers 
and their tributaries, and 
like­ 
wise of the Ohio and its tributar­ 
ies, coupled with the channel im­ 
provement that is being made on 
the lower Mississippi in the way 
of bend-cutting

W. St. Clair, bureau metal- 
urgist showed a small group of 
engineers and scientists the

cently perfected invention, which, 
if installed in a chim ney, would i 
eliminate its belching clouds 
of 
dirt and smoke. 
A 
device 
generated 
sound 
waves at a frequency 
of

7000 cycles per 
second, 
which 
were audible as a piercing whistle. 
The apparatus was in

large 
glass cylinder filled 
with 
a m ­ 
monium chloride smoke.

coagulated into flakes and begun

R. 
S. 
Dean, of the Bureau of Mines, will 
be in the chimneys 
of 
sm elters 
where the precipitation

particles of gold and other metals 
from sm oke will m ake its installa­ 
tion economically practical. 
He added that it could be used 
equally well in the elimination of 
tobacco smoke 
or
